The oilier gentlemen who moved in this 
matter haviiif^ loft it very much in my 
hands, I would atate that tho memorialists, 
altbongh ready ;^lo;meet " joor <>Orace if.

deputation npon you, knowing how much 
your Grace's time is occupied at present. 

It has fherefore been sub'tjested that I 
should offer lo your Grace audi inrormatioii 
as iny experieuco, gained by long resl- 
douce ill and varied relations with the Col- 
ony, may enablfe inejitio.ijupply ; and I beg 
tp state that '^I^shSir'-be happVjto adapt 
this snggeation-shoold^your- Grace wish 
to see me. 

I beg leave to avail of tliis opportunity 
to enclose for your Grace's iiifonnation 
tjro notes written to me by Captain Rich- 
ards, the hjdrographer, on the question 
of the most suitable position for tLo 
capital. 

Ciiptnin Richards' testimony in favor

driwing the represeniatite clause and 
directing the President to report the facts 
to Congress. After considerable ohjec- 
lion being made, the introducer of the 
resolution (,Eohin80u)uuioved the snspen 
sion of the', Wie's.^'^hich \va8:agreed lo, 
and the resolutions were then introduced. 
Bingham thought the resolutions placed 
tho issues of war or peace in the hands of 
the President, as it antliorizi'd the Presi- 
dent to demand the unconditional release 
of ocriijjfLiipQrgpns^-,; He ,,wasj willing to 
vindicate the eorereignty of the Ameri- 
can people, but be was unwilling to invest 
the President with a general power de- 
manding immediate and unconditional 
release of American citizens diarged with 
crime. The House had no information of 
the priaoaers, .whose release whs'demiifided 
or who have been detained-for 'acts^'iiot 
committed on tho soil of Great Britain. 
After a leugiiiy debate, tlio resolutions 
were referred to the Committee on For- 
eign Aifairs.

A white delegate offered a resolution 
that the inyeatraents of estates of infants 
and 'Unma^ried.-wOmea by ndminisiraiion 
and exBcui6r8 iD:Oonrederate securities be 
recoverable in laW'tooney. ■ A bitter de» 
b&te followed. The 'ton8'''of tho Conven- 
tion is (rrowing more conservative. 

A Times' special says it is ascertained 
that the President actually issued an 
order tOiQ-im'Graiif, ''forbidding biin to 
obey orders received froin ' the Secretary 
of War. Grant declined to obey,- where- 
upon a spicy correspondence''' ensned, 
vvliich lasted two weei{3. It covers not 
only the matter named but tho charge by 
the President. that Grant shows duplicity 
in his action in having the War Depart- 
ment* .This -correspondence is official and 
will prohajjly, be, published.
